produce the Authorities thoſe two Learned: Dottors

I will not inſiſt on the difference betwixt the Jew- 
1ſh and Chriſtian Church-State. For we may ſuppoſe, 
Forms might -be of, general ufe among the Jews, and 
yet there be no-neceſlity of an expreſs abrogation of 
that way, to warrant peoples addrefling themſelves 
publickly to God in another way than by ſtinted Forms. 
For Prayer. being commanded, and there being two 
ways wherein this duty might be performed, v7z. by 
ſtnted Forms, and by -expreſiing themſelves truly, ac: 
cording to general Occaſions, and particular Emergen: 
cies. . There appears not any neceſlity that the ule of 
Forms, as to the Lawtulneſs thereof, muſt of neceſſity 
be abrogated, in order. to it's being Lawful to uſe the 
other way.

to the Jewiſh Forms, *That he would confine himfelt

*and Words of their Prayers; and that theſe Prayers

* tranſmitted; down tous by their Succeſiors, So that 
by. this [fort of difcourſing, our Lityrgies are Divine 
Revelations. © But the Oottor hath none of the Anci- 
ents but St. Chryſoftom to vouch for an Extraordinary 
Gift: of Prayer in the Primitive. Times. Thus is cer- 
tain, before the Liturgies now extant, or any part of | 
them--which is not exprefly contained 1n the Books | 
of the O/d and New Teſtament, will be owned by good | 
Chriſtians and ſound Proteſtants for Divine Revelati- | 
ons, very ſubſtantial particular proof muſt be made { 
of their being ſuch. To father Liturgies in fuch an 
arrogant preſumptuous manner, on the Holy Spirit, is 
not- che way to bring them-into credit with judicious 
and ferious people; It may effectually provoke God 
to pour forth in a hitile time ſo much contempt upon 
them, they ſhall never get into repute any more. 
This is further certain, that our lateſt Liturgies have | 
ſome prayers in them, which by the very make of *j 
them, any ordinary perſon may perceive they. were 
not compoſed by Divine Taſpiration., - And if the os 
thet could. be proved to be of ſuch an onginal, ſure- 
ly theſe will not. deſerve 'to. be thought the more ve-+ 
nerable, mecrly; becauſe they have been adacd unto 
them. - Having faid thus much concerning ſome paſ: 
lages '1n the Doftors IntroduQtioa, before he enters

the Teſtimonics he doth alledge for Liturgies 


In tle Firſt Century. 


And he labours firſt of all to prove what he bath 
undertaken, by aſſerting that *the Fſexes ( who 
* have been believed by divers learned men to be Chri- 
* ſtians) had Forms of Prayer, tor Joſephas faith they 
*uſed Prayers which they received trom their Foreta+ 
* thers, which :muſt 'be- Forms 5 and Ph4/o faith they 
*did ling altcrnately 3 and Eufebius calls theſe, the 
*Hymns ſung among(t us Chriſtians. And that” ex- 
*cellene Hiſtorian labours ro prove theſe Eſſeres 
* were Chriſtians by this Argument amongſt ſome 
* others, Becauſe they prayed and ſung Hymns 1n {et 
* Forms, as the 'Chriſtians uſe to do. 1 
DoCtor. And Ido readily acknowledge that Euſebius 
doth 4indcavour from - what he finds in Philo, to 
' prove the Eſſenes to be Chriſtians: And particularly 
trom their way of ſinging Pſalms, and Hymns. Bur 
he doth not ſay one word of their having ſer Forms 
of Prayers : Tuat they prayed in ſet Forms, as the Chri- 
ftians wſe to do, is the Dofor's own ſaying, for Eufe- 
bins doth neither fay the Eſſexes had Forms of Prayers, 
nor that the Chriſtians did uſe any, And yet Esfebj- 
us doth ſay, That Fhilo's Book doth comprehend in it 
the Rules of tke Church. Tis: ixxausias ee! yu x2voras; 
YValejius thinks this doth import, that «that Book did 
contain 10 it all rhe Rules or Canons which were ob- 


(erved by the Chriflian Church in Eſebius's rime. 


Further, Euſe b;ius doth gather out of that Book whar 
he thought was proper to ſkew how exaaly theſe Fſſe: 
xes, and, the, Chriſtians did agree in tlicir Eeelcfiaſtical

Thus far the Eſc ft. 1:5, 
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referred unto ; And yet ſaith not one word of praying 
by ſet Forms ; which rather intimates there were no 
ſet Forms of Prayer uſed by the Chriſtians in his time, 
ſeeing he omits the mention of the Forms the Eſexes 
uſed, it as Joſephus reports the Eſſenes had Forms of 
In the next place the Door thinks he hath a proof 
of Liturgies in Clemens Romanus. But whoever conſi- 
ders Clemens, will ſoon perceive that the paſlages ths 
DoGor hath. been pleaſed to-quote, are nothing at all 
to the, preſent purpoſe. For Clemens had been perſwa- 
ding the Corinthians to lead a godly life, and to abſtain 
from all kinds of vices, and to behave themfelves with 
ſuch reſpe&t and kindneſs one towards another, as did 
become them - And particularly he preſſes them all to 
obſerve the Offices and Duties which did. pertain to 
them according to their particular ſtations, capacities, 
conditions, places, gifts, endowments and acquirements, | 
certifymg them, thatwhatever ſtateand condition any | 
man was in, whether he were rich or poor, ſtrong or | 
weak, he had ſome ſpecial bulineſs to mind ; or what- | 
ever his endowments and acquirements were, whe ! 
ther he were wiſe, humble, chat, Sc. theſe werere- 
ceived from the Lord, and he maſt give God thanks 
tor them. He faith that there is ſome buſineſs and 
work God hath obliged every man unto, anfwerable 
to the ſtate and circumſtances he is 1n ; and this ap- 
pearing to be {o, by the Holy Scriptures, we all ought 
todo the Offices God hath enjoined us, according as 
our circurnſtances- are, in the order and: marmer he 
hath appointed them to be done. In fhort, he tells 
them that people have a dependance one upon ano- 
ther, and; God hath provided every man, whatever 
his. conditaan is, a bufineſs, office and work, ( whicts | 
Clemens names weilwyyie) which he is to attend m—_ |

doing every part of his Work, or Liturgy, in the man- 
| ner God hath preſcribed, and jn the Gan be hath ap- 


pointed, - and what ever good he doth enjoy, or excel- 

lent qualification he is endued with, he is wholly be- 

holden to God for it, and muſt therefore be careful to 

give thanks unto him for it. This he confirms, and | 

illuſtrates by ſhewing that among the Jews, the High- 

prieſt had his buſineſs, and the Prieſts had theirs, ard . 
.the Levires theirs, and the People had their works, 

which they were all in their ſeveral ſtations to at» 

tend unto and perform; from whence he inforces 

his exhortation to the Corinthians, that they would all 

mind their own buſineſs, do the work which God had 

appointed them in their places, be content with their 

own ſtation, give God thanks for what they had, keep- 

ing a good conſcience, ordering themſelves modeſtly, 

decently, not tranſgreſiing the bound God had fixed

What the Do@or alledgeth from Plixy, refers only 
to ſinging of Plalms, or Hymns. Indeed he would 
fain draw in Prayers along with them, though his 
Author fay never'a word concerning their Prayers, 
much leſs that they prayed conſtantly in the uſe of 
Forms, which were impoſed upon them. The Do@or 
ſays that * Plinies Account agrees exactly with that 
© of the Eſſenes, and they having Forms of Prayer, we 
© muſt conclude the Chriſtians had alfo.' I inquire not 
what neceſlity there is to conclude thus. Concerning 
- the Eſſexes, and their agreement with the Chriſtians, 
{ have ſpoken already. Nor is Plinies Account exact, 
if we believe the Account Enſebjus doth ' give of the 
Eſſenes. 
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- The Door hath but one Author more to-quote in 
this Century for Liturgies, and that is Jgnatins. ' And

In the Second Century. 


The firſt prfſge he alledgeth in this Century is out 
of Lucian ( as he truly faith) « jearing Pagan. 'The 
Dottor is of opinion that the Religious Atlembly he 
deſcribes, was a Chriſtian Church. I think he bad a 
deſign 5 ridicule all R -ligious Worſhip, and the bet- 
ter to effett his defign, he jumbles ſome things im the 
Chriſtian Worthip, and ſome thinzs1n the Pagan Wor- 
ſhip toge: her, adding alfo 'what did occur. to him, 
which he rhoughr would contribute to the rendering 
of a Religious Aſſzmbly thoroughly diverting, ang 

rateful to a prophane Genius. ' The paſſage the Do- CES 

r quotes out of this Author is this ; 1s toxls end wy, 
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16; agtd par, y The wwworuper all os wes imbers, That. 
Prayer which began with the Fath:r, and exded with the. 
Hymn of many Names. Now Lucian doth nat ſay; that 
he heard this Prayer in that Aſlembly which bath. 
been deſcribed in that Dialogue, But acquaints him,he : 
had brought in relating what paſled there,. that he had 
not patience to hear any more of that fort of ſtufi, 
and that a further difcourſc about ſuch matters, would 
have rhe ſame elſet on him, as a ſtory would, con- 
cerning a Prayer beginning and ending as is before men- 
tioned, Which though Fulian might. deſign as a re- 


- fle@ion | on the Chriſtians way ot Praying, yet for 


ovght I know, it imports no more, than it you ſhould 
tell mc a Story of peoples beginning their Prayer, as if 
they worſhipped bur one perſon,and yet ſhould concludg 
their Prayer in ſuch a manner, as if they had been Pray- 
ing all the while to a great many perſons, The Do- 
for thinks that Luciaz doth by this Prayer , mean the 
whole Communion Office. , But this js anly:conjeRture, 
I will fay no more of that, but only mind you, that 
when the DoCtor ſaſpetted his evidence for Liturgies 
in this Century would not be very clear, he aſſigned 
this for his Reaſon ; * We have no Authors, who had 
*occafion to Write particularly of the Church Service, 
* which they cared nat to publiſh, leſt the Pagans un- 
*der whom they lived,(hould deride or blaſpheme their 
* Sacred Myſteries. And yetin the next Page, to ſerve 
a rurn we muſt have the moſt jearing Pagan that Age 
did afford admitted to take a view of their Admini- 
ſtration during their whole Communion Office. But 
ſuppoſe Luciax was really at a Chriſtian Aſſembly, 
and did hear there a Prayer which began with the Fa- 
ther, and ended with an acknowledgement of, and an 
aſcription of Glory and Honour, in variety of expreſſi- 
ons,to every Perſon in the Trinuty (as is very uſual with 
: ' thoce 
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thoſe who do not bind themſelves in all their Prayers, to 
a preciſe number of words ) might not he give thar de- 
ſcription of that Prayer,which is before related, and yet 
there be no preſcribedLiturgy impoſedonthatAſſembly? 
The next Author, the Door hath recourſe unto, 
is Juſtin Martyr. Whether Jaſlin Martyr, undertaking 
to write an Apology for the Chriſtiaps, and in par- 
ticular for their Church Service,had notoccaſionto write 
particularly of their Church Service, [ leave the indiffe- 
rent'and unprejudicedReader to __ The DoCtordoth 
acknowledge that *he doth often ſpeak of the Chriſti. 
<1n Aſſemblies, and of the ſeveral Duties there per- 
«formed, &c. Now if they were tied up to the 
conſtant-uſe of a preciſe number of. Words in their 
Prayers, tho he might not think it convenient to re- 
ort their words, yet what can be imagined to ob- 
& his declaring they did celebrate their Offices in 
ſtinted Forms? But; ſaith the Do&tor)* when Juſtin Mar. 
* yr mentions Baptiſm, he only faith, They ate taught 
*to Faſt and Pray, and ask of God the forgiveneſs of 
* their former Sins, and beirg brought where water is, 
they are Regenerated in the fame manner as we were 
*Regenerated; from whence the DoCtor infers, that 
* evert in! his time they began to conceal the particular 
©manner of Celebrating theſe Myſteries. Now T con- 
ceive the Door is under fome miſtake, as to this 
Paſſage : for Tuſtin Martyr doth immediately. relate in 
what manner they were Regenerated. They are Re- 


Crerated inthe ſanje manver as we were Regenerated'; for 7 


fairh Juſtin Martyr ) they are then waſhed in Water, 
in the Name of the Father of all things, and. Lord God, 
and of- our Saviour Jeſus Chrift, and of the' Holy Spirit. 
And then he proceeds to forge extent, in explaining 
and ſhewing the teaſon of all this ;* ſo that here appears 
not any intent that te had, - coniceal any thing that 
2 Was 
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was in uſe amongſt them, . But notwithfianding 7u- 
tin Martyr's reſervedneſs, m.the Doctor's opinion, the 
Dottor meets * with ſome general expreſſions which 
<jncline him to believe they had Forms in.his time. 


« He will not infiſt upon his ſaying they prayed for the . 


« Converſion of the }ews, and the Deliverance of the 
«Gentiles from their errors, and for all men, though 
«theſe are pieces: of Antient Litany. I only ask whe- 
ther (heſe things cannot be prayed for, unleſs people 
be bound up to the conſtant uſe of particular prefcrib- 
ed words? And whether there be any evidence that 
Juſtin Martyr borrowed this account from any Litany 2.

The 
people are ſaid to pray to God, and to praiſe him ac- 
cording to the urmolt' of their ability in the Publick 
Worſhip, when they do make the beſt improvement 
chey'can, of the uſe he who doth officiate, doth make 
of the abilities he is indued with for the celebrating 
of theſe Offices, to the furthering of their own de- 
votion. | 
There is one thing more the Do@or doth take no- 
tice of, * with reference to the phraſe we have been 
diſcourſing of. And that is this ; Heſaith, * We are on- 
* ly" to conlider this phraſe heregas it is applied to pray- 
*1ng and praiſing God. And there it never fignifies 
*doing theſe things extempore (he ſhould have--ſaid 
according to the beſt of thoſe abilities with which 
God hath endued thew, who are -to' celebrate theſe 
Offices) * butdoing them very devoutly.” ' Now whe- 
ther inward devotion in theſe Services be -all this 
Phraſe doth import, with reference” to :them who are; 
to Officiate, I refer to what [ have already faid about 
"that matter. Tt wilt further only- mind*'vou, thar tho

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the Do&or hath taken notice of ſome of tle quotati- 
ons Mr. Clarkson hath produced for the (ignification ot 
this phraſe in other caſes, yet he hath not ſaid one 
werd here by way of reply to thoſe inſtances Mr. Clark- 
ſon hath given, expreſly relating to the cafes wherc- 
in he doth acknowledge the phraſe is at preient tobe 
conlidered. The inſtances Mr. Clarksen hath produ- 
ced, relating to Prayer and Praiſe, you may find in 
the 118, 19, 120 pages of his Diſcourſe concern- 
ing Liturgies. | 

The DoQor having done with Juſtin Martyr, pro- 
ceeds to Irenexs, out of whom he alledgeth only one 
pallage, which 1s, that * /renecs relates that the He. P. 39. 
* reticks, to prove their phancies, did alledge that we 
*( that is, the Orthodox }) in our Thankſgivings, do 
© ſay world without end. From hence the Doftor con- 
cludes, that * theſe words being the very concluſion 
* of the Gloria Patri, the Chrittians praiſed God in 
* publick by this very Form which we now uſe; Glo- 
© ry be tothe Father, &c. Now, allowing the Chri- 
ſtians did uſually in his time uſe this Doxology, how 
will this prove they were ſtinted in their Publick 
- & Worſhip to a preſcribed Liturgy ? But according to 
1 my apprehenſion, this is no proof, that this Doxolo- 
-B gy was then in uſe; unleſs it can be made appear, 
- that & 73 aidres  aivywr, cannot conclude any Praiſe 
and Thankſgiving but this Doxology. The bulineſs 
in ſhort is thus 3 /renens is ſhewing how abſurdly thoſe 
Hereticks did endeavour to prove their conceit of 
their /Afones, which was by urging every ſentence 
where they found the word 4:«r, or «res, as a proof 
of what they aſſerted, Among(t other things they 
pleaded that the Orthodox did ulually conclude their 
Praiſes With ſaying, for ever and ever, or as the Do-

proof of ſtinted Forms in renews his time, But if 
Prayersand Praiſes, which are not Preſcribed Forms, 
may conclude, and ordinarily are concluded with theſe 
words, I leave the Door to conſider whether his 
aſledging this for' a proof of a fixed Liturgy, be not 
a way of arguing very like that which was uſed by 
thoſe renews did write againſt?

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I think, if the way of Reſponſory Prayers, and Prai- 
ſes, had been antecedemly proved to be the ordinary 
way of the ' Chriltian Church in the Primitive Apes, 
there would have been ſomerhing to countenance the 
Do&ttors mterpretation. But to interpret this place 
thus, .can be no proof for Liturgies, becauſe the inter- 
pretation_ is built upon a ſuppoſition, and takes that 
for granted, which' it is alledged to prove. ' Beſides, 
if the people did vocally anſwer in their turns, and 
they and the Prieſt did often make up the ſentence be- 
tween them, as the DoCtor affirms; I think in thus do- 
ing, they could hardly be faid to have, as it were, 
one common voice, tor they wonld evidently have 
two common voices. The Prieſt having one common 
voice for himſelf and them, in his part of the ſentence, 
and the People another common voice, for themſelves 
and the Prieſt, in their part ofthe ſentence. It does 
indeed exceed my reach to comprehend a Reafon why 
the Congregation may not be ſaid to have one com- 
mon voice in Prayer and Praife, when they have ap- 
pointed or choſen a Prieſt to officiate in their name, 
and do concur and join with him in thoſe Offices. 
No nor why they may not be ſaid to have, as it were, 
ene common voice, in the Doctors notion of that 
phraſe, when they do teſtifie their approbation of 
what .he hath ſaid ( as Juſtin Martyr aſſures us they 
did ) by ſaying Awen. But, ſaith the DoQtor * If the 
« Miniſter hadfaid all the Prayers, he, ( i. e. Clemens ) 
« muſt have ſaid plainly, they had one common month,

«common Voicq, I leave you to conſider, whether 
their anſwering Amex is not enough to remove this 
fcruple. Only you may take notice that the Doftor 
is of opinion that Clemers doth allude here to thoſe 
words of St, Paul, Rom. x5.

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thcre of glorifying God with one mouth, not, - as it 
were with one mouth. The Doctor ſuriher obſerves 
from Clemens, *that the Chriſtians allotted ſeveral 
© hours for Prayer, in imitation of Daxjel and the Jews, 
* and hence concludes it likely, thet becauſe the Jews 
' had Forms of Prayer, they did imitate themin theſe 
© too, 1 think-it needleſs' to make any Reply to this, 
becauſe it isa forced way of reaſoning, and is at beſt, 
all over meer conjetture. But, faith the DoCtor, © would 
* thoſe who prayed ſo often , vary the phraſe every 
«time > Now this is not at all ro the point, for that 
which the Doctor ſhould prove, is, that they were 
obliged conſtantly to uſe the very fame words, T he Do. 
tor further tells us, * That Clemens doth not relate what 
« were the words. of their Forms. There the DoQor 
ſpeaks very right, but withall I muſt add, he never re- 
lates that they had any Forms. But Clemens tells us 
what were their main Petitions. And the Door faith, 
*Thele matters they asked, were ſuch, it was moſt fit 
*to ask them in a ſet Form of words. That is one 
Doors opinion. But if the Chriſtians of that Age 
were of another opinion, what becomes of the Do- 
Qorsargument 2 And he mult give ſome evidence they 
were ot his opinion, before what he aſſerts will paſs 
for proof in the preſent caſe. But, ſaith the Doctor, 
*If they had prayed for theſe things extempore, Cle- 
* mens could not be ſo poſitive in the method as he

Clemeys reports the methogs of Chriſtians | private, de-

And that he doth firſt | 
ash remiſſion of fin ; then that he may not fin again ; they, 
that he may do well, and underſtand toth Creation and 
Providence ; and ' that his Heart being made clem by 
the Knowledge which he bath by the Son of God, he may 
attain to ſee God face to face. Such a paſlage as this 
rchting to Publick Prayers out of one of the Anci- 
ents,; would be. look'd on by ſome men, as a ſwing» 
ing proof, of a' preſcribed Liturgy, I leave Fou to 
divcrt your ſelf with the  Dofor's dextrous device, 
to furniſh people with an Expedicnt to enable them 
to Pray by Book, with their Eyes and Hands lift up 
to Heaven, 
. The, Doftor hath one Author more, whom he 
quotes in this Century, and that is 7ertullian *In P: 43 
* whoſe works ( he faith) we have ſufficient evidence 
*that they uſed Forms of Prayer and: Praiſe. The 
paſſages he is concerned with out of this Author, 
are of two forts. 1. Such as he alledgeth to prove 
the uſe of a Liturgy at. that time. 2. Such as 
Mr. Clarksen. produceth to prove the contrary, which 
the DoCtor endeavoureth to make appear, do not 
anſwer the end for which that Author brings them.

*Diſciples, viz. The Lords Prayer, which he expounds 
*in a peculiar Trat, .and mn divers places calls it 
* The Lawful and the Ordinary Prayer. 1 do acknow- 
ledge 7ertullian near the beginning of his- Book, De 
Oratione, hath this paſſages —— Jew Chriſtus Demir 
nus Nofter, nobis Difeipulis Novi Teſtamenti, Novam 
Orationis Formam ditermmavit. T he Great Queſtion 
is, What Tertwlian did mean by Novam Oratronis Fore 
mam £ The Door fanh it was the Lords Prayer, 
which he expounts in a peculiar Tra&t, F think his 
meaning was otherwiſez And thar he did intend no 
more by that Phraſe, than'a new InftraQtion or Di+ 
retion how to perform the Duty of Prayer, which 
he faith was neceſſary to the Golpel- State or Ad- 
miniſtration : Oporrebat enim in hac quoque ſptcie' No- 
zum Vinum novis utribus recondi. And though Tertul- 
lian doth expound the' Lords Prayer in that Tract, 
yet he doth confider it i his explaining of it,' not as 
the whole he. underſtands by his Neva Forme, but 
as an inſtance and example of one' of the General 
Inſtrutions. our Saviour had' laid down for the gui- 
ding of us in the' performance of this Duty.” He 
doth in a little time, even before he. begins his ex- 
planation of the Lords Prayer, alter his phraſe, and 
calls it Orawdi Diſciplina, 'Andthen tells us this: New 
Way or InſtruQion for Prayer, did conſiſt of fevergl 
parts. The third he mentions is Brevity : Which he 
explains by our not laying any ſtreſs cn the uſe of a 
confuſed heap of words, but our uſing ſuch words 
as are proper and very comprehenſive. And then 


{he certifies us, that our Lord hath given us an '2d- 


mtrable 
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mirable example of this Brevity, which is the third 
part of his Neva Oration's Forma, or the Third Pre- 
cept Chriſt injained to be obſerved in the perfor- 
mance of this Duty. £t tamen Brevitas ifta, quod 
ad tertiim Sophie Gradum faciat, magne ac beate in- 
terpretationis ſubffan'ia ſulta eſt. And his principal 
bulin?ſs in his expounding the Lord's Prayer, (which 
he immediately ſubjoins ) js to ſhew how compre - 
henſtve our Saviour Was in this Prayer, tho it was 
ſo ſhort, or confiſted of fo few words. But not- 
withſtanding 7ertulltan doth expound every part of 
the Lords Prayer, yet he doth not ſtriftly tic him- 
ſelf to'the method obſerved in the Lord's Prayer. 


As for Tertullians Legitima G, Ordivaria Oratio, it 12. p.751. 


ſeerrs 'to be jaſt the ſame with his Ordinata Religio 
Orationis. Which T conceive'is another -phrafe of the 
fame" import with his Nova Orationis Forma, and his 
Orandi Diſciplina, Which (1 think ) do only fignt- 
fie the General Inftrutions Chriſt gave for the aire- 
ting of his Diſctples, or the direing of Chriſtians, 
in their performing of this Duty of Prayer, 

The DoRors next quotation out of 7Tertullian is of 
no uſe-to the preſent purpoſe, till ir be proved that 
people cannot join in prayer with him who: officiares, 
unleſs they do uſe their voices, during that perfor- 
mance, as audibly, as he doth his, or at leaſt till che 
pretended implication of their joining voices be bet- 
ter cleared, than by bare aflertion. Bur, faith the 
Dottor, | *Tertulljan deſcribes ſome of the ' things, 
* which they defyed of God to beſtow on the Empe- 
* rors, ' viz. that 'they mighr have a long Life, a quiet 
Empire, &c. To which'l anſwer, that this may paſs 
tor'a proot- of a fixed Litany, when it ſhall "be made 
evident, that the particulars mentioned by 7crrwdlian 
canget be-prayed'for, bur in preſcribed words, orthat 

an 
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an account cannot. be. given of the. things. which are 
cohſtantly prayed . for, unleſs thoſe. matters be con- 
ſtantly prayed for in the ſame preciſe words. -But 
you may take notice that 7erzul/ian, when he relates 
- what the. Chriſtians prayed for, 'doth not always uſe 
the ſame words, nor make the ſame enumeration of 
particulars. For a proof of this I refer you to Ter. 
tallian himſelf, in the places of his Apology. The Do- 
or refers to, p. 44. But if you conſult 7ertwllian, 
according tothe ,worſer Edition, which is that Iam 
neceſſitated to uſe, you muſt look p:;876, and 867. 
As for the Dodtors quotation. out of 7ertwllian, - De 
Anima, | need not lay any thing concerning it, be- 
cauſe Mr. Clarkson hath expreſly anſwered the Plea 
made from that place,and the Door hath not thought 
fit to (ay one, word to his vindication of that place, 
The. Doctor's next quotation- is out; of 7ertullian De 
Baptiſmoe. Concerning which | thall only te)l you,that 
Tertullian is replying torhoſe wha pretended that Bap. 
tiſm.is not neceſlary, becauſe Faiths ſufficient. Now 
amongſt other things Tertu/lia» doth urge the nece(- 
ſity ot Baptiſm from Chriſts inſtituting of it. Tex e- 
nim tingeadi impoſita eſt, & forma preſcripta, faith he. 
And this he proves by producing, what is ſaid touch. 
ing this matter in the laſt Chapters of St. Maz- 
thew and St. Mark, What he ſaith amounts to this ; 
Baptiſm is neceſſary, now under the Goſpel, becauſe 
the Lord Jeſus hath commanded ir, and told us in 
what manner. it is to be, adminiſtred, You [ma 
try your own faculty, and ſee whether from theſe 
premiſes , Chriſt hath inſtituted Baptiſm, and hath 
ſhewn in what manner it muſt be celebrated; you 
can draw ſuch a concluſionas this, ' Therefore Prayer 
and Praiſes are to be performed in. the Church by 
preſcribed Forms, or that Tertulliran did think fo, _ 
that 
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that in his days, the Church did worſhip Godin the uſe- 


of ſuch preſcribed Liturgies, as is the Subject of our pre- 
ſeardiſcourſe. What the Dr. refers usto in Tertul ad ux- 
or. it. ory concernsſinging, which is not to our preſent 
parpo(e. Beſices, tt I miſtake not, it only relates to ſhng- 
ng inthe Family, The words in 7ertullzap are theſe; So- 
natt inter duos Pſalmi & FElymni,& mutzo protocant quis me- 
lius Deo ſuo canet, Tertullian'is repreſenting ſome ot the ad- 
vantages, which accrue from Chriſtians Marrying with 
Chriſtians, and this is one of them., But faith the Do- 
Cor, ,*.One of theſe Forms was the Gloria Patri, which 


* he deſcribes as renew did by the laſt words, World 


without end. Now you muſt take notice that Tertu!l;- 
41 in this laſt quotation is quite upon another Subj. &t. 
And the quotation is out.of another Book, his Dil- 
coutſe de, Spetacy'zs.;y I, will not ſtay to conſider 7er- 
tul:ians ſente exaQtly in this place. He is diſſuading 
the Chriſtians from frequenting the Heatbeniſh Games, 
Exerciſes, and Shows, and repreſents to, them how un- 
becoming , them it muſt needs be, . yea how fintul 
to concur with them in what did ordinarily. paſs on 
thoſe occaſions. Awvertit Deus 2. ſuis tantam voluptatis 
exttirſe cupiditziem.

£e 410v is,in the end of that Doxology. the Dottor 
had cold us before that Jren:izs 2d reterence.-to the 
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Gloria Patri, becauſe he found if him & ve diGrey Ty 
dif&rev; and here Tertallian muſt needs refer to the 
ſame, becanſe in him we have nothing but « «:5r0, 
Can &d «res be never uſed'but in the Gloria Patri? 
I think Tert#lian is not minding them that this was an 
exprefſion the Chriſtians did coriſtantly uſe in their pub- 
lick Worſhip, thovgh it-mightbe- conſtantly uſed in 
their publick Worſhip, and- their 'Worſhip-not be per- 
formed in preſcribed Forms; but he rather intimates 
that this was an exprefiton which was ordinarily uf- 
cd at thoſe ſights and 'exetciſes he is difſuading them 
from, and that it is 'not an expreffion fir for them 
to uſe with reference unto any but God and Chriſt. 
But becauſe the Doftor doth ley ſuch fireſs on this 
Phraſe , he may conſider whether the Latin Church 
did ufe the Gloria Patri' in Greek in Tertwllians 
days ?

'own meaning ; and I think he doth fo,” in a -very 
few lines'after : For having ſhewed why; he; and 'fo 
all Chriſtians could 'not pray to any 'but 'God, he 
ſeems very plainly to explain in other words, the ſe- 
veral branches of the forementioned account! toncern- 
ing the Chriſtians Prayers.

Prayer, - doth not yct occur unto me, 
But of Antichriſt have already made any attemprs 
againſi.the publick Worſhip of God, I muſt needs ſay, 
L da not remember anycvidence the bath given of his 


extraordinary diſlike of ' Forms of;Prayer, meerly as 
'Forms. Nor do I mind any proof that hath been pro-

Whereas, it 1s fad they did not add 
a word to what he left with them, that doth 
not relate to their Prayers, but to the Do- 
Arine he taught ;. for here St. By{{l is ſpeaking of 
the Divinity of the Holy Spirit, and , proying thax 
Do&trine, _ And jn other places St.. Bafi/ takes no. 
tice how tenacious they were of the Words in

: Sir, F think have now given you a true account 
of all thoſe paſſages the DoRor hath produced out 
of the Ancients, for! Liturgies, in the three Firſt 
Centuries. It is ceaſie for any man, who lays afide 
prejudice, and will form a judgment of matters 
only in proportion to the evidence which is offer- 
ed for them, to determine whether His Quotati- 
ons be a ſolid proef of that for which he produ. 
ceth them. . 

I have confined my ſelf to what the Doctor 
alledgeth for Liturgies in the three Firſt Centu- 
ries, becauſe I think this pretended, Antiquity of 
Liturgies is deſigned, not to juſtifie their /awſul- 
eſs ( and would we content our ſelves with that, 
and eff<Ctually prove their expediency, the breach 
betwixt us, and the gyeateſt part of our Fellow- 
Proteſtants relating: to this matter, would ſoon. 
be made up ) but + to introduce, or ſupport an 
Opinion of their Neceſſity in the Chriſtian Church. 
And I conceive the three Firſt Centuries, 1s a Peri- 
od of ſuſficient extent for an enquiry , concern+- 
ing a matter ſo circumſtanced. The /awfulneſs 
of Liturgies may be argued trom more Rational 
Topicks, than Humane Authority. Their Expe- 
diency muſt be judged of, upon a juſt weighing 
of circumſtances ; Their Neceſſity cannot be pro- 
ved by any Topick. 

Thoſe who attempt to advance the Neceſſity 
of Liturgics, do not oniy oppoſe them, who 
were wont tobe .called Diſſenters, but are appa- 
rently managing a Deſign againſt the moſt Learn- 
ed, Judicious, and Moderate, who are in the 
Communion of the Church of Eng/and : And there-
